his wife. 


"Dr. W. A. Morehouse, proprietor 


of the Central Studio at Gibsonburg, 
was arrested Friday night on a 
charge of desertion made by a 'first 
wife,' whom he married in New York 
twenty-two years ago. 


'Dr 
Morehouse claims that he 


went to Iowa six years ago and got a 
divorce, without his wife's knowl- 
edge. 
While there he married an- 


other woman and four years ago with 
his family, went to Gibsonburg to 
live. 
This family consisted ot Mrs. 


Morehouse No. 2 or No. 3 and Viola, 
a daughter by the first marriage, now 
nine years old 
To obtain this 


daughter was one of the first Mrs. 
Morehouse's strongest reasons for 
searching for her missing husband. 


"She arrived m Gibsonburg Friday, 


and caused Dr. Morehouse's arrest. 
The preliminary hearing before a 
-Gibsonburg justice was held Saturday 
morning but decision was reserved 
until this afternoon. 


"The woman that Dr. Morehbuse 


was living with decided on a coarse 
or action and, Saturday 
morning, 


made a quick getaway with the child. 


"Attorney H, L. Peeke of Sandusky 


represents Mrs. Morehouse No. lr and 
Mr. Peefce and Mrs. Morehouse wej.t 
to Fremont from Gibsonburg Satur- 
day. They immediately went to Love 
& Culbert's law office, where two pe- 
titions were prepared to file in the 
Sandusky county courts. 


"In one of these petitions the plain- 


tiff demands possession of the girl, 
claiming that she is the mother and 
that Wilbur A. Morehouse is the 
father; that about May 17, 3901, at 
Bedford, Pa., Wilbur A. Morehouse 
deserted her about six weeks before 
a son was born and that he has; 
not supported them since. 


" 'He took with him the nine-year- 


old Viola and has lived in ac!iri'>ry 
since with dne Elsie Lee and one

date,' the petition further says. 


"The other petition sets forth the 


possessions of Dr. Morehouse and 
prays for a reasonable allowance tor 
support and an injunction to prevent 
the doctor from disposing of any 
property, pending the outcome of the 
suit. 
The petitioner claims that the 


defendant owns a half interest in a. 
)hotograph gallery at Gibsonburg, a 
half interest in a medical office and; 
equipment, a house and lot valued at 
$2,000, ten shares of bank stoek in a. 
tibsonburg bank and money on de- 
posit in both banks, all told about 
$15,000.

The Bedford Inquirer of last week 


devoted more than a column of its 
editorial page to the Democratic 
member of the Board of Poor Direc- 
tors and to a letter from Mr. Cessna 
which appeared in The Gazette the 
preceding week. 


Summed up, the matter is simply 


this: 
In the issue of the Inquirer 


just preceding the election the sal- 
aries of the three members of the 
Board of Poor Directors were pub- 
lished, which figures showed that 
during the first nine months of the 
present year Mr. Cessna had received 
more money than the other directors 
for his se'rvices. The figures, we are 
informed by the attorney for the 
Poor Board, are correct. 


The three members of the B.oard 


have each a certain section of the 
county to look after. 
Mr. Cessna* 


simply had: to make more trips to! 
perform his official duty than the 
others, .which is. a matter of record. 
Attorney James and Treasurer Home 
of the Poor Board both say the afc- 
counts are correct, and the Tbuchers 
which were examined by the writer 
show that the several members of the 
board received equal sums for the 
.same work.

The motive of the Inquirer was to 


a point political by publishing 


.a statement without giving any ex- 
planation, and following the figures 
with a broad insinuation intended to 
cast a shadow over the reputation of 
Mr. Cessna. The editor of our con- 
temporary said to a protesting Re- 
publican that any paper or party 
would have used the figures for po- 
litical purposes. 
Surely this is not 


the philosophy that would be taught 
to a Sunday school class. The stand- 
ards of honor and right ordinarily 
observed ought not be thrown to the 
winds at election time. 


FINANCIAL CONDITIONS 


The financial cloud that has been 


hanging over the country, in the opin- 
ion of financiers, is slowly clearing, 
though city banks are holding on to 
the cash in their vaults while clearing- 
house checks and other like devices 
are being used.by manufacturers and 
merchants, in some cities, to pay 
their labor. 


There seems to have been no ne- 


cessity for such a condition of affairs 
as has existed during the past few 
weeks and most commentors on the 
situation attribute the trouble to 
Wall Street. It seems to prove what 
has often been contended, that a 
group of New York financiers can 
control the money market of the na- 
tion. 
The seriousness of the situa- 


tion becomes evident when we stop 
to consider that Secretary Cortelyou 
of 
the Treasury Department was 


forced to give a banking syndicate in 
the metropolis city of the country 
$100,000,000 in certificates for a pay- 
ment of only $25,000,000. 
By this 


, transaction the banks will, on an in- 


vestment of $25,000,000, make $9,- 
000,000 in one year, or 36 per cent, 
for they will receive 3 per cent, in- 
terest during the year on the $100,- 
000,000 of the U. S. certificates, and 


OD the $100,000,000, which they can 
loan at 6 per cent, they will receive 
$6,000,000, making a total of $9,- 
000,000 on an investment of $25,- 
000,000. 


It is asserted that Secretary Cor- 


telyou at first wanted the banks to 
pay 150,000,000 for the $100,000,- 


. 000 certificates but he was compelled 


to do the bidding of the magnates. 


The big banks of New York, whict 


have been the guardians of a greai 
deal of cash for smaller institutions 
have refused to give up the monej 
and cash payments have been de- 
manded 
by internal revenue col- 


lectors and other 
officials 
where 


checks were formerly accepted, thu 
making it more difficult to get cash 
for the payment of the labor and in- 
cidental expenses of manufacturing 
plants. 
That a few bankers can so 


manipulate things as to bring on 
such a condition and then profit from 
it by dragging blood money shows a 
lamentable weakness in the financial 
system of the nation. There is work 
for Congress to do, and it will likely 
be done at the coming session. 
The 


coaxing^pf the government would not 
bring cash from its hiding places 
neither 
would the Panama bond 


scheme, but the handing over to fav- 
ored 
institutions of millions 
has 


bought, very dearly, however, relief 
and business is likely to resume nor- 
mal conditions in a short time.

At.Winston and Salem

Commercial Front of Asia—Opeuing 


of a New Era. 


Anyone who will look a map of 


the United States iii the face may 
perceive that the northwest is the 
right hand of the nation. To those 
who see only the map this may seem 
a mere poetic figure or accident; but 
in sober tact it is the right hand, 
with all the name implies. We truly 
are a scriptural people, for we know 
not what the right hand doeth. 
It 


was from this coast that we reached 
out after the Hawaiian orphans and 
the Philippine rebels. Yet is would 
be unjust to think of this right hand 
as a mere organ wherewith to reach 


road is in many respects as near as 
another to the center of civilization, 
(if anybody knows where that is.) 


Where the soil is rich at all in 


these Pacific states it is almost in- 
exhaustibly rich. 
The climate is 


mild. More important than all these 
facts, perhaps, is the difference in 
methods. Except in the great wheat 
fields and on the large cattle ranches 
agriculture in Oregon is intense. The 
best land is in relatively small areas,

such conditions men cultivate it with 
more care and greater skill.

these reasons agriculture has really 
become here. a scientific and profit- 
able pursuit. The pleasing fact about 


and grasp. This coast not only in- all these towns is that every corn- 
vented expansion, but made it con- 
tagious. The traveler west over the 
Northern Pacific railroad may look 
from his car window and see a cow- 
boy or an Indian, but in the next 
half hour his train rushes into a 
town with all the modern improve- 
ments, possessing a refined and pro- 
gressive people. 
Names of western 


states no longer suggest Indian up- 
risings; some of them now suggest 
rather the purchasing of seats in the 
United States Senate. 
There are 


acres of waste land in the west as 
there are acres of useless land in the 
east. A visit to the fertile farms of 
central Oregon makes a lasting im- 
pression. 


Agriculture on irrigated land is 


practically the main industry of the 
people.

Within the 
watered area are fruit and vegetable 
and alfalfa farms, all small of course, 
with a farm house on every ten or 
twenty acres. Most of these farmers 
make money. Their residences are 
comfortable, a few of them even pre- 
tentious.

good. Life is simple. There are few 
rich men and no really poor ones. 
There is little of the hardship of 
farm life or of country life of the 
east. The labor is light. Skill and 
gcod management are required, rath- 
er than sheer toil. There is no iso- 
lation.

Jelly Cake—To one-half cup butter 


add one cup sugar, one-half cup milk, 
one egg, beat light; one and one-half 
cups flour, one teaspoon baking pow- 
der; bake in two layers, spread jelly 
between the layers, and sprinkle pul- 
verized sugar over the top. 


Poor Man's Cake—To a scant cup 


of sugar add one egg, tablespoon of 
butter, two cups of flour, two tea- 
spoons of baking powder, half cup of 
water and flavoring. Bake in two 
layers. 


Cocoanut Pie—One cup sweet milk, 


two tablespoons cornstarch, one-half 
cup sugar, one-half teaspoon lemon 
extract, whites of four eggs. 
Put 


milk into double boiler and when 
boiling add one box shredded cocoa- 
nut and the cornstarch next with a 
little milk. 
Stir until well cooked. 


Add half the beaten whites, taking 
off the stove. 
Have shell baked, fill 


and add the remainder of the whites 
and return to stove to brown. 


JJemon Cream Pie—Two lemons, 


one cup of sugar, two cups of cold 
water; add one and one-half table- 
spoons cornstarch; boil together un- 
til thick and smooth. Take from fire 
and cool for a minute, adding the 
well beaten yolks of three eggs, beat 
all together well. Have the pie crust 
baked, add the mixture, then the 
well beaten whites of three eggs, with 
a little sugar and set in the oven to 
brown.
